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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN FEBRUARY 


Strategic factors indicating the trend of economic conditions averaged 
lower in the second month of the year. The main influences in altering the 
trend in February were the decline in business operations and in the deposit 
liabilities of the banks. The index of the physical volume of business reached a 
maximum in January following the unprecedented advance during the war period. 
A recession was shewn in February from the high point reached at the beginning 
of the year. 


Bank deposits.—The decline in the deposit liabilities was occasioned 
mainly by the marked drop in Dominion balances at the beginning of the month. 
The standing was $484-9 million against $661-6 million one month before. 
Notice deposits, on the other hand, passed the $2 billion mark for the first time. 
The increase in the notice deposits at the beginning of the month was $78-4 
million. During the same interval, demand deposits showed a recession of $23 
million. The net result was that the total for the four classes was $4,273 million 
compared with $4,395 million. 


Prices.—Wholesale prices were materially altered in February following 
the upward movement in progress since the first quarter of 1933. Reaction 
was shown during 1937 until the beginning of hostilities. Since that time the 
trend has been sharply upward. The present standing of 102-7 marks the 
re-establishment of the price level of the base period. Speculative factors 
recorded further minor advances in February over the preceding month. The 
rise in prices has continued for three months but the net advance is of relatively 
minor proportions. 


Domestic exports.—While domestic exports recorded decline from Janu- 
ary, the advance over the same month of 1943 was quite extraordinary. The 
total was $227-2 million compared with $167-7 million in February, 1943, 
representing an increase of no less than 35-1 p.c. The flow of Canadian supplies 
to India, China, Russia, French possessions, United Kingdom, United States 
and to many other countries was continued in heavy volume. 


Employment.—aAn insignificant gain of 1-1 p.c. in the index of employment 
on January 1 was shown, as compared with the year before. The advance was 
the smallest reported in any month in the similar comparison for a lengthy 
period. Evidence of levelling off in industrial employment has been presented for 
the last twelve months. Manufacturing establishments released over 23,736 
men and women, a reduction of 2 p.c. This was about twice as large as the 
decline indicated in the same period in 1943. The aggregate payrolls of $55-4 
million dispersed in weekly salaries and wages in the week of January 1 by the 
14,251 reporting employers was lower by 8-5 p.c. than for the similar period at

The purpose was to give due representation to the factors indicating the trend of war 
production. Receipts at country Elevators. *First of following month. 
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the beginning of December. The decline, which was of seasonal character, 
constituted the fourth interruption in the general upward movement indicated 
since the introduction of the statistics of payrolls in the spring of 1941. During 
the period for which statistics of payrolls are available, there has been note- 
worthy increase in the wage and salary record of the non-ferrous metal, chemical, 
iron and steel, mineral, electric apparatus and equipment manufacturing, in all 
of which the volume of war work has been particularly heavy. 


National Income.—The national income was tentatively estimated at 
$716 million in the first month of the year compared with $687 million in January, 
1943. The gain over the same month of last year was 4:3 p.c. The advance 
from September, 1939 to May, 1943 was unprecedented and income since that 
time has been relatively well maintained at the highest level in history. The 
movement of a number of important economic factors bearing on the trend of 
national income confirms that the maximum level, at least for the time being, 
has now been reached. The tapering off of employment and aggregate payrolls 
is a sign of the times. 


Agriculture.—Stocks of wheat were 336-4 million bushels on March 9 
compared with 443 million on the same date of the preceding year. Marketings 
of wheat except durum during the crop year from August 1 to March 9 were 
174-8 million bushels compared with 168-2 million in the same period one year 
ago. The price of Canadian wheat to all countries buying on a commercial 
basis from the Dominion has recently been $1.45 per bushel on the basis of 
number 1 northern. All countries buying wheat commercially are offered the 
same price on the same day. Wheat shipments under the $1 billion Mutual Aid 
Act of 1943 were made chiefly to the United Kingdom and Russia. The number 
of hogs on farms at December 1, 1943 reached the highest level in history with a 
total of 9,473 thousand head representing an increase of 1,723 thousand or 22 p.c. 
over the corresponding date of 1942. 


Forestry.—Operations in the forestry industry were greater in February 
than in the preceding month. Newsprint production showed a gain after 
seasonal adjustment, the index rising from 101-5 to 110. The output was 
240,005 tons against 242,658. Timber scaled in British Columbia recently 
recorded recession. The movement of forestry products recorded gain in 
February after the usual adjustment. 


Mining.—Mineral production recorded a recession in the latest month for 
which statistics are available. Gold receipts at the Mint were 238,746 fine 
ounces against 256,414 in the first month of the year. Silver receipts were 
32,009 ounces against 33,893. Coal production in January amounted to 1,620 
thousand tons compared with 1,597 thousand in the preceding month and 1,542 
thousand in January, 1943. 


Manufacturing.—The factors indicating the trend of manufacturing 
production were uneven in February. Decline was recorded in the operations of 
the flour milling industry. Employment in rubber plants was at a somewhat 
higher position in the latest month for which statistics are available. The 
index of operations in the meat packing industry rose about 22 points to 233. 


Adjusted increases were shown in cattle and hog slaughterings. The cattle

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amounted to 122,152 head against 116,974 in the preceding month. The output 
of creamery butter was at a higher position after seasonal adjustment, the index 
moving up from 117-7 to 180-2. The total in February was 10,893,000 pounds 
against 11,037,000. Recession was shown in the output of boots and shoes in 
the latest month for which statistics are available. The cotton used in the 
textile industry was 14,798 thousand pounds against 14,218 thousand. The 
operations of the iron and steel industry showed expansion in the latest month. 
The index of activity in the non-ferrous metal group rose from 324 to 334-6. 

Construction.—The new business obtained by the construction industry 
recorded a marked expansion in the second month of the year. The total was 
$16-2 million against $8-8 million in January. The index after seasonal adjust- 
ment moved up from 73 to 131-5. 

Railways.—The movement of railway freight was considerably greater in 
the first two months of the year than in the same period of 1943. During the 
period to March 4, car loadings numbered 607,600 compared with 537,618. Of 
the twenty-one commodity classes, seventeen recorded increases over the same 
period of last year. The gain in grain was 27,695 cars. Merchandise rose 5,837 
cars while an increase of 296 cars was reported in the movement of automobiles 
and parts. Loadings in the eastern division rose from 356,658 cars to 383,593, 
while in the western division the advance was from 180,962 to 224,007. 


Retail Distribution.—After the usual adjustments, retail sales recorded 
a minor recession in the latest month for which statistics are available while 
a marked decline was shown in the transactions of wholesale trade. A survey 
of retail conditions indicates that the maximum volume at least for the time being 
has now been reached. The basis for this conclusion is the fact that the supply 
of materials available for civilian consumption is definitely limited and that the 
peak of industrial war employment appears to have tapered off. During the 
last few months there has been a gradual reduction in the number employed in 
war industries and although most of those laid off have been re-employed, a 
certain percentage have remained unemployed. Thus a decline in the public 
spending is indicated. 


Finance.—The total revenue of the Dominion government during the first 
eleven months of the fiscal year ended March 31 was $2,470 million compared with 
$2,016 million in the same period of the preceding year. A marked gain was 
shown in the collection of taxes on income and excess profits, the total having 
been nearly $1,460 million. Excise taxes and collection on sales of stamps, etc., 
rose from $429 million to $559 million. A rise of 22} p.c. in revenues compares 
with a gain of 28 p.c. in expenditures. The rise in the latter was from $3,517 
million to $4,507 million. Ordinary expenditures rose from $464 million to $528 
million while war disbursements aside from the payments under the United 
Kingdom War Financing Act and the United Nations Mutual Aid Act rose from 
$2,022 million to $3,271 million. Mutual Aid amounted to $672-8 million, while 
the expenditures under the United Kingdom War Financing Act in the preceding 
year were $1 billion.

SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN FEVRIER 


Les facteurs stratégiques tracant l’orientation de la situation économique 
atteignent une moyenne plus fabile le deuxiéme mois de l’année. Les principales 
causes sont le ralentissement des opérations commerciales et la diminution des 
dépéts bancaires. L’indice du volume physique des affaires touche un maximum 
en janvier aprés une avance sans précédent au cours de la période de guerre; en 
février, il recule un peu en regard du sommet atteint au début de l’année. 


Dép6éts bancaires.—Le déclin des dépéts bancaires a pour cause principale 
la diminution marquée des soldes du Dominion au commencement du mois, 
lesquels se chiffrent 4 $484,900,000 contre $661,600,000 le mois précédent. 
D’autre part, les depdts 4 terme dépassent les $2,000,000,000 pour la premiére 
fois. L’augmentation des dépéts & terme au début de mois est de -$78,400,000. 
Pendant le méme intervalle, les dépéts 4 demande diminuent de $23,000,000. 
Le résultat net est que le total des quatre catégories de dépéts s’établit 4 $4,273,- 
000,000 comparativement 4 $4,395,000,000. 


Prix.—Les prix de gros subissent de grands changements en février, aprés 
avoir monté depuis le premier trimestre de 1933. Ils baissent en 1937 jusqu’au 
début de la guerre. Depuis cette époque, ils s’orientent brusquement 4 la 
hausse. Le niveau actuel de 102-5 marque le rétablissement de celui de la 
période de base. Les facteurs spéculatifs laissent voir de légéres avances en 
février comparativement au mois précédent. La hausse des prix a été continue 
pendant trois mois, mais l’avance nette revét des proportions relativement peu 
importantes. 


Exportations domestiques.—Bien que les exportations domestiques 
déclinent par rapport 4 janvier, elles accusent une augmentation extraordinaire 
comparativement au méme mois de 1943. Le total est de $227,200,000 contre 
$167,700,000 en février 1943, augmentation de 35-1 p.c. Les expéditions de 
produits canadiens 4 |’Inde, 4 la Chine, 4 la Russie, aux possessions frangaises, 
au Royaume-Uni, aux Etats-Unis et 4 plusieurs autres pays se continuent en 
volume considérable. 


Emploiement.—L’indice de l’emploiement laisse voir un gain peu im- 
portant de 1-1 p.c. le ler janvier comparativement 4 l’année précédente. 
L’avance est la plus faible en tout mois dans une comparaison similaire pendant 
une longue période. L’emploiement industriel présente des signes de stabilisation 
au cours des douze derniers mois. Les établissements manufacturiers congédient 
plus de 23,736 hommes et femmes, soit une diminution de 2 p.c. Ce déclin est 
& peu prés deux fois plus considérable que celui de la méme période de 1943. Les 
salaires et gages hebdomadaires payés la semaine du ler janvier par les 14,251 
patrons faisant rapport sont inférieurs de 8-5 p.c. & ceux qui ont été payés 
pendant la méme période au début de décembre. Ce déclin, qui est de caractére 
saisonnier, constitue la quatriéme interruption du mouvement général d’ascen- 
sion constaté depuis l’établissement des statistiques des salaires au printemps de 
1941.

Les expéditions 
de blé en vertu de la loi d’aide mutuelle de 1943 ont principalement été faites au 
Royaume-Uni et 4la Russie. Le nombre de pores sur les fermes au ler décembre 
1934 atteint son plus haut niveau dans l’histoire avec un total de 9,473,000, aug- 
mentation de 1,723,000 ou de 22 p.c. comparativement 4 la date correspon- 
cante de 1942. 


Industrie forestiére.—Les opérations de l'industrie forestire sont plus 
intenses en février que le mois précédent. La production de papier 4 journal 
augmente aprés ajustement saisonnier et l’indice avance de 101-5 & 110; la 
production est de 240,005 tonnes contre 242,658. Le bois mesuré en Colombie 
Britannique a récemment accusé une diminution. Les expéditions de produits 
forestiers augmentent en février aprés l’ajustement habituel. 


Production miniére.—La production minérale diminue le dernier mois ou 
les statistiques sont connues. Les arrivages d’or 4 la Monnaie s’établissent a 
238,746 onces fines contre 256,414 le premier mois de l’année. Les arrivages 
d’argent se placent 4 32,009 onces comparativement 4 33,893. La production de 
charbon d’éléve 4 1,621,000 tonnes en janvier, 4 rapprocher de 1,609,000 le mois 
précédent et 1,559,000 en janvier 1943. 


-Industrie manufacturiére.—Les facteurs tracant l’orientation de la 
production manufacturiére sont diversifiés en février. Les opérations de la 
minoterie ralentissent. L’emploiement dans les fabriques de caoutchouc atteint 
un niveau un peu plus élevé le dernier mois ov les statistiques sont con- 
nues. L’indice des opérations dans la salaison gagne environ vingt-deux points 
et se place 4 233. Les abatages de bétes 4 cornes et de porces augmentent aprés 
ajustement. Les abatages de bétes 4 cornes se chiffrent 4 122,152 tétes contre 
116,974 le mois précédent. La production de beurre de crémerie augmente 
aprés ajustement saisonnier et l’indice avance de 117-7 4130-2. La production 
est de 10,893,000 livres contre 11,037,000. La production de chaussures diminue 
le dernier mois ow les statistiques sont connues. La consommation de coton 
dans l’industrie textile s’établit 4 14,798,000 livres comparativement 4 14,218,000. 
Les opérations de la sidérurgie s’accélérent le mois dernier. L’indice de l’activité 
dans le groupe des métaux non ferreux passe de 324 4 334-6. 

Construction.—Les nouvelles entreprises dans |’industrie de la construction 
laissent voir une expansion marquée le deuxiéme mois del’année. Le total est de 
$16,200,000 contre $8,800,000 en janvier. L’indice grimpe de 73 4 131-5 aprés 
ajustement saisonnier. 

Chemins de fer.—Le trafic-marchandises des chemins de fer au cours des 
deux premiers mois de ]’année est beaucoup plus considérable que la méme 
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période de 1943. A venir jusqu’au 4 mars les chargements se chiffrent 4 607,600 
wagons contre 537,618. Dix-sept des vingt et une catégories de denrées laissent 
voir des augmentations comparativement 4 la méme période de I|’an dernier. 
Il y a une augmentation de 27,695 wagons pour le grain, de 5,837 wagons pour les 
marchandises et de 296 wagons pour les automobiles et les parties. Les charge- 
ments augmentent de 356,658 wagons 4 383,593 dans la division de |’Est et de 
180,962 & 224,007 dans la division de 1’Ouest. 


Commerce de détail.—Aprés les ajustements habituels, les ventes de 
détail diminuent un peu le dernier mois ov les statistiques sont connues, tandis 
que le déclin est marqué pour les transactions en gros. Un relevé de la situation 
du commerce de détail indique que le volume maximum a été atteint, du moins 
pour le moment. Cette conclusion s’appuie sur le fait que les approvisionne- 
ments de matiéres premiéres disponibles pour consommation civile sont nette- 
ment limités et que l’emploiement industriel de guerre semble s’étre stabilisé. 
Le nombre d’employés dans les industries de guerre a diminué graduellement au 
cours des quelques derniers mois et, bien que la plupart de ceux qui ont été 
congédiés aient été remployés, il reste un certain pourcentage de chédmeurs. 
Aussi, les dépenses du public laissent voir un déclin. 


Finances fédérales.—Les recettes globales du gouvernement fédéral se 
chiffrent 4 $2,470,000,000 les onze premiers mois de ]’année fiscale se terminant 
le 31 mars, en regard de $2,016,000,000 la méme période de l’année précédente. 
La perception des impéts sur le revenu et sur les surplus de bénéfices augmente 
d’une fagon marquée, le total approchant $1,460,000,000. Les taxes d’accise et 
l’encaissement des ventes de timbres, etc. augmentent de $429,000,000 4 $559,- 
000,000. L’augmentation de 22} p.c. des recettes se compare 4 une augmenta- 
tion de 28 p.c. des dépenses.' Ces derniéres augmentent de $3,517,000,000 & 
$4,507,000,000. Les dépenses ordinaires passent de $464,000,000 4 $528,- 
000,000, tandis que les dépenses de guerre (outre les paiements en vertu de la loi 
du financement de la guerre du Royaume-Uni et de la loi d’aide mutuelle aux 
Nations Unies) augmentent de $2,022,000,000 4 $3,271,000,000. Les dépenses 
en vertu de l’aide mutuelle s’établissent 4 $672,800,000, tandis que celles 
en vertu de la loi du financement de la guerre du Royaume-Uni s’élevaient & 
$1,000,000,000 l’année précédente.

II National Income 


NATIONAL INCOME 


Canada’s national income, being a composite of volume and price, is the best 
measure of economic fluctuations since the end of the last war. The total, due 
largely to inflated prices, reached a high level of nearly $4,600,000,000 in 1920 
and fell off nearly 24 p.c. during the following year. The recovery was practically 
continuous until 1929, when a maximum of $5,273,000,000 was recorded. The 
low point of the depression was experienced in 1933 when the national income, 
expressed in dollars, was only 52 p.c. of the total for 1929. The temporary 
setback of 1938 interrupted the subsequent advance which was markedly accel- 
erated during the war years. The total in 1942 was $7,500,000,000 compared with 
$6,500,000,000 in the preceding year. An increase of about $1,300,000,000 
dollars was estimated for the year just ended. 


The income of the Canadian people is the net value of goods produced and 
services rendered. In making the computation the goods and services are 
taken at market prices. The income is produced for the benefit of people living 
in Canada, the payment of dividends and bond interest to the external holders of 
Canadian securities being consequently eliminated. 


The economic activities of Canada are classified for the sake of convenience, 
into about thirty industrial and service groups. From the gross operating 
revenue of enterprises available for a considerable number of groups is deducted 
the cost of materials, fuel and purchased electricity. The overhead expenses 
paid for services rendered by other enterprises are deducted and provision made 
for the maintenance of plant and equipment by depreciation charges. The 
remainder is regarded as the income originating in the group. 


The national income may also be estimated by adding the savings of enter - 
prises and payments to individuals participating in productive activities. 
Employees contribute their labour, receiving salaries and wages. Working 
proprietors co-operate with their labour, management and ownership. Share- 
holders and owners of bonds receive dividends and interest in return for supplying 
capital either as speculators or investors. The positive or negative savings of 
enterprises are also important components. 


An alternative approach is based on the fact that the essential purpose of 
income is for the satisfaction of the needs of the recipient. Account is taken of 
the flow of commodities and services to consumers at the price paid for the finished 
product. The ultimate disposal of. goods, whether in response to consumers’ 
outlay or the building and maintenance of plant and equipment, constitutes the 
core of the inquiry. The expenditure for services to the individual is added, 
neglecting the expenditure for the benefit of productive enterprise. 


Primary production, including processing activities closely associated with 
forestry, fisheries and mining, accounted for 25-3 p.c. of the income originating 
during the period from 1919 to 1940. Secondary production, including con- 
struction, manufactures, n.e.s., and custom and repair, was in second place with 
19-9 p.c. Trade occupied third position accounting for 12 p.c. while service, 
government, transportation and finance followed in the order named. 


The main flow of money is from productive enterprise to individuals, 
received in return for participation in the productive process. Amounting to 
nearly 58 p.c. of the total, remuneration of employees in the form of salaries and 
wages was the chief income payment during the period. Providing living 
allowances of so-called “unpaid labour’ and other labour income are added, the 
employees’ share would be raised to 61 p.c. The withdrawals of working pro- 
prietors, mainly farmers, retailers and professionals, constituted nearly one- 
quarter of the total in the twenty-two years. Investment income, embracing 
dividends, interest, rents and other returns from credit instruments, was placed 
at 14-6 p.c. of total income payments.

(a) The national income of Canada is computed by an analysis of the oper- 
ating accounts of about thirty industrial and service groups, comprising the 
economic activities of the country. The income originating in each group is 
obtained by 

(i) the summation of the income payments to individuals consisting 
of occupational and investment remuneration plus the undistributed profits 
of enterprises, and by 

(ii) deducting the cost of materials, overhead expenses, and depreciation 
charges from the gross operating revenues of different groups. 

(b) The index numbers of national income were obtained by dividing (a) by 
the annual average of the national income for the period from 1935 to 1939. 

(c) The intercensal population of Canada was computed by the Social 
Analysis Branch of the Bureau by using life tables, the record of births and the 
age and sex structure of the population as compiled for census years 1921, 1931 
and 1941. 

(d) The national income per capita is the quotient obtained by dividing the 
money income (a) by the population (c). 

(e) The number of the gainfully occupied in Canada was computed year by 
year as a step in arriving at the occupational income payments to individuals. 
The number of employees was available for a large number of groups through the 
annual census work of the Bureau. The decennial census periodically furnishes 
comprehensive information regarding the number of working proprietors and of 
so-called unpaid labour. The numbers were interpolated group by group for 
intercensal periods and the results added for the three status classes. The 
national income (a) was divided by the number of gainfully occupied to give (e). 

(f) Statistics of national income of the United States from 1919-1928 are 
taken from “National Income and Its Composition, 1919-1938”, page 310, 
Table 43 and during 1929 to 1942 from the “Survey of Current Business” March, 
1943, page 22, Table 14. 

(g) and (h) The population of the United States for the period 1919 to 1940 
was taken from the Statistical Abstract of the United States, 1941, page 11, 
Table 13. The per capita income was obtained by dividing national income (f) 
by the population (g).

(b) The international balance on dividends and interest constitutes an 
additional payment made by enterprises producing goods and services. It is 
immaterial to a company, in a sense, as to whether dividends and bond interest 
are paid to an internal or an external holder of their securities. Such payments 
must be considered in accounting for the operations of the enterprise. The 
statistics were furnished by the International Payments Branch of the Bureau. 

(c) A study was made of the fixed capital and depreciation in each of the 
thirty groups. The data were either compiled from company and public accounts 
or the amount of depreciation computed by applying a standard rate to fixed 
capital as reported by annual census branches. 

(d) The gross national product is here taken as the sum of national income, 
the international balance on dividends and interest and depreciation charges. 
A lower level was obtained by this method than by separating governmental 
operations as given on page 26 of the ‘Monthly Review” for April, 1943.
